Dr.  Fife  is  currently  professor 
of  romance  languages  at  Occi- 
dental College  in  Los  Angeles. 
He  has  served  as  visiting  profes- 
sor of  folklore  at  University  of 
California  at  Los  Angeles,  Utah 
State  University  and  Indiana 
University. 

In  addition  to  his  class  work. 
Dr.  Fife  was  translator  of  “Bor- 
zoi Book  of  French  Folk  Tales.” 
He  has  served  as  Fulbright  ex- 
change professor  to  France. 

For  his  research  in  folklore. 
Dr.  Fife  has  been  named  Gug- 
genheim Foundation  Fellow  for 
1958-59  and  will  be  lecturer  at 
American  Institute  of  Folklore 
at  Indiana  University  this  sum- 
mer. 

Degrees  awarded  to  Dr.  Fife 
are  A.B.  from  Stanford  Univer- 
sity, 1934;  A.M.,  Stanford,  1935; 
A M.,  Harvard  University,  1937; 
Ph.D.,  Stanford,  1939.

It  may  be  a long  way  to  Tipperary,  but  local 
hikers  will  be  thinking  of  nothing  less  than  com- 
pleting the  long  way  to  Timpanogos’  summit  Satur- 
day. 

The  tradition-stocked  peak — standing  more  than 
two  miles  above  sea  level — had  pinnacle-conscious 
climbers  reach  its  top  long  before  the»  Timp  Hike 
made  the  first  annual  mass  assault  in  the  summer 
of  1912.  But  these  others  were  small  groups  of  de- 
votees, unlike  the  thousands  of  recent  years  who 
have  earned  their  “badges”  by  reaching  the  tin 
shack  on  top. 


Originally  the  brain  child  of  Brigham  Young 
University’s  physical  education  department,  the 
project  was  later  undertaken  by  the  University’s 
Extension  Services  and  has  since  turned  into  a 
community  effort. 

National  recognition  has  come  to  the  perennial 
trek,  with  newspapers  and  magazines  throughout 
the  country  making  a big  play  on  the  community 
climb  over  the  years. 

Mt.  Timpanogos  itself  is  one  of  the  most  acces- 
sible, as  well  as  scenic,  peaks  in  America.  But  what 
makes  it  practical  is  that  it  doesn’t  take  a week  or 
more  of  climbing,  like  some  of  its  competitors,  to 
complete  the  trip. 

But  in  spite  of  its  armchair  convenience,  the  hike 


had  to  be  built  up  over  the  years.  Thirteen  I 
after  its  inception,  some  15,000  climbers  had! 
the  trip,  but  not  until  a shaky  start  had  also  b 
conquered. 


Last  year  3000  participants  were  counted,! 
some  1300  completing  the  trip  to  the  summit.

SANTA  FE,  N.  M.  — Wonders 
of  the  geologic  past  and  remains 
of  ancient  civilization  in  their 
natural  sites  are  within  easy 
reach  for  winter  vacationers  in 
New  Mexico. 

Many  areas  of  historic  and 
prehistoric  interest,  preserved  by 
the  federal  government  as  na- 
tional parks  and  monuments,  are 
open  the  year  around.  And  New 
Mexico’s  clear,  mild  winters 
make  the  southwestern  state  an 
ideal  spot  for  winter  sightseeing. 

Nine  federally-protected  areas 
offer  a fascinating  glimpse  into 
the  past  of  our  Southwest. 

Undoubtedly  the  most  widely- 
known  of  New  Mexico’s  natural 
wonders  is  Carlsbad  Caverns  in 
the  southeastern  part  of  the 
state.  Daily  tours  are  conducted 
along  seven  miles  of  paths 
through  caves  lined  with  beauti- 
ful limestone  formations.  This 
national  park  is  just  28  miles 
south  of  Carlsbad. 

And  a short  distance  north- 
west from  Carlsbad  is  the  White 
Sands  National  Monument  — a 
huge  expanse  of  glistening  gyp- 
sum srystals.  Well-developed  pic- 
nic areas  have  been  established 
in  the  midst  of  the  176,000-acre 
desert  which  resembles  a giant- 
size  beach  without  a sea. 

Another  sight  not  to  miss  is 
the  view  from  atop  Capulin 
Mountain,  35  miles  east  of  Ra- 
ton. From  the  summit  you  can 
see  parts  of  five  states — New 
Mexico,  Texas,  Colorado,  Okla- 
homa and  Kansas.  Capulin 
Mountain  is  a perfect  volcanic 
cone,  rising  800  feet  above  its 
base. 

Northwestern  New  Mexico  of- 
fers the  Aztec  Ruins  and  the 
Chaco  Canyon  National  Monu- 
ments. The  monuments  preserve 
the  ruins  of  two  great  Indian 
cities  that  flourished  five  hun- 
dred years  before  the  Spaniards 
explored  the  area  in  the  1700’s. 
The  two  sites  are  just  65  miles 
apart  and  the  tour  can  be  made 
in  a day. 

Another  historic  Indian  ruin 
can  be  found  at  the  Gran  Quivira 
National  Monument  25  miles 
south  of  Mountainair.  The  Monu- 
ment includes  the  ruins  of  a 
large  Prio  Indian  village  and  the 
great  Spanish  mission  church  of 
San  Buenaventura  which  was 
built  in  1627. 

Another  Indian  tribe  the 
cliff-dwelling  Pueblos — also  left 
traces  of  their  once-thriving  civ- 
ilizations. A series  of  abandoned 
cliff  dwellings  can  be  found  high 
on  a plateau  of  the  Jemez  Moun- 
tains. The  ruins  are  protected  in 
the  Bandelier  National  Monu- 
ment just  45  miles  northwest  of 
Santa  Fe.
